Salonica. A conllict between England 
and 'Turkey moans tho absolute i'uiii of 
the Turkish empire. Russia atlects to 
believe that England v.ant Egypt, which 
she refuses to accedi' t'l uidess for tho 
price of the Bosphorus. Italy's present 
dubious action would be favorably changed 
toward England if sho wi-re oti'ered a 
share of Egyptian ^control. Tho professed 
surprise iji'-JSucbp(%n. capitals at English 
occupation of Suez' in anticipation of tho 
Italian proposal to the conference is 
hardly reasonable. Brit ish action is sim- 
ply tho eoroUary to the arrival of Indian 
troops. This uno.iteiitatious energy of 
■England since, she cummenced action ia 
increasing her prestige, especially in Gor- 
uiaiiy. The jiunctu.'il ease of tho dispatch 
of troops to Egypt is in striking contrast 
to the strain of the French expedition to 
Tennis .

From this position 
tho enomy were driven with great loss, 
I accompanied tho right culmnn myself. 
As Soon as the eiieiny observed us they 
tipenod firo with artillery, I pushed on 
as rapidly ,as possible antil I reached a 
point where the railway approached near- 
est Mahmoudioh canal and then opened 
a most terrific firo upon thu tsnomy lining 
tho banks of tho canal. The nine-pound- 
ors wore dragired on the omh:inkmcnt and 
came into aciion again.st the enemy's 
guna, the forty-pjundor firing over our 
heads against a [loint where tho enemy's 
forces were boitinning to appear. I now 
throw forward two cornp-iiiics to a car 
houso near tho canal and follov.'ed up by 
throwing four comp.mius still more to my 
left upon tho bank of and across the 
canal, thus attaining a position 1 wi,-ihcd, 
and thus forming a diugoiial lino across 
both canal and railway. 

The enemy retired slowly before us, 
and five of their seven-pounders and nine 
centimotro guns wore speedily got under 
by our artillery. The object of my re- 
connoissance was attained und I deter- 
mined to withdraw. This movement was 
carried out with the most perfect regular- 
ity and precision. The troops fell back 
by alternate companies with tho regular- 
ity of a Geld day. Every attempt by the 
ouomy to advance was crushed by tho 
beautiful i reoiaion of tha forty-pounder 
and steady firing of the nino^poL-ndera. 

The losses of the enemy appear to have 
been very groat, and tl>ey ,wero so dispir- 
ited that contrary to the usual custom of 
Asiatics, they made no attempt to follow 
up our withdrawal. As a reconuoissanco 



uneasy. There was a groundless panic 
among them in Stamboul. 

Pauis, Aug. 7.— It ia stated that Sena- 
tor Duclurc submitted to President Grovy 
yostoiday a list of ministers stating that 
they had all dropped their offices. 

London, Aug. 7.— It is rumored at St.

.Alexandria," Aug. 7.— Tho armored 
train returned from Mahalla without on- 
gaging tho enemy, who about tho same 
time brought up some troops by train 
from Kafr el Dwar, who are duly in- 
trenching and burying dead, 

London, Aug. 7. — With referenoe to 
tho ospcctod acceptance by tho Porte of 
tho military convention deir.anded by 
England, the i'osl prints an informal 
rumor that Dufferin, British Ambassador 
at Conitantinnplo, has been ordered in 
the event of the Porte's non-compliance, 
tc quit Constantinople. 

BERtiN, Aug. 7. — A destructive firo oc- 
curred in Stavcrpool and along tho Ku- 
ma river, in the Caucasus. Crops cover- 
ing an area of eighty square kilometers 
were burned. 

OoNSTANTiffOPLE, Aug. 7.— Unpleasant 
feoliugs have been caused to tho Porte on 
account of hoisting tho English flag on 
public buildings when tho British occu- 
pied the Suez Canal. Tho Porto has 
boon assured that raising the flag has no 
significance; Tho flag displayed was that 
of the Consulate, and was hoisted in con- 
junction with tbe English flag. Tliis ex- 
planation is not considisred satiafnctory.
